The entrance of the United States 
into the first World War gave rise 
to the need for morale building on 
the home front and thus the Holly- 
wood Community Chorus was cre- 
ated. In May, 1917, a small group 
of patriotic citizens met in the 
Hollywood Library, formulated 
plans for the new organization and 
instituted a program which with 
slight changes has endured through 
two decades. In 1943 the need is as 
great as that of years ago and with 
the United States immersed in a 
war of global proportions the Hol- 
lywood Community Chorus. still 
functions as a vital part of com- 
munity life. 

From the first small meeting in 
the Library the Chorus was held in 
in successive years in the Woman’s 
Club, the auditorium of Hollywood 


High School and -now in the audi- 
torium of the Woman’s Club of 
Hollywood. Except for a few 
months, the director of the Holly- 
wood Community Chorus has been 
Hugo Kirchhofer whose inimitable 
leadership, gracious personality and 
never failing energy has been the 
inspiration for thousands who have 
been privileged to sing under his 
direction. At the piano, as accom- 
panist for many years, is Inez Ja- 
cobson, a talented artist, whose co- 
operation with the director is uner- 
ring. 


A typical evening at the Holly- 
wood Community Chorus, more af- 
fectionately known as “the Sing,” 
begins with the singing of “Amer- 
ica” and continues through familiar 
songs sung by the audience. Fol- 
lowing the traditional introduction 
of newcomers, guest artists are pre- 
sented. Generous contributions of 
talent have been made by guests 
from all realms of art. A glance 
through programs of the years re- 
veals such celebrated names as 
Carrie Jacobs Bond, Mrs. Edward 
MacDowell, Richard Halliburton, 
Aida Broadbent Ballet and Charles 
Wakefield Cadman, to mention only 
afew. The meeting closes with the 
stirring strains of our national an- 
them “The Star Spangled Banner.” 
Tuesday evenings at 7:45, the Hol- 
lywood Communuity Chorus con- 
venes from September first through 
May. There is no organized choral 
group and no one needs special tal- 
ent to enjoy the “Sing” and all are 
welcome. 


The activities of the Hollywood

The first sun rays of a new day 
heralded the approach of another 
Easter in the spring of 1919 when a 
handful of devout citizens inaug- 
urated the first Sunrise Service in 
Hollywood. The group met on 
Whitley Heights, a hill overlooking 


the heart of Hollywood. The Serv- 


ice moved, as its attendance grew, 
from its first locale to Olive Hill on 
the eastern boundary of Hollywood 
and thence to the logical and ideal 
setting of Hollywood Bowl. Year 
by year the audience grew in num- 
bers and by 1941 as many as thirty 
thousand people participated in the 
service. 


The thousands of listeners, aug- 
mented by the vast unseen audience 
who receive the service by radio, 
are thrilled by the beauty of the 
setting, the spirit of the message 


and the inspiration of the music. 
All through the silence of the night 
the throng streams up Pepper Tree 
Lane and into the huge amphithe- 
atre seeking seats under the starlit 
sky. There to await dawn. As the 
first rays of the sun break in 
glorious splendor over the east- 
ern slope trumpeters sound forth a 
fanfare from an adjoining hill. This 
is the signal for the beginning of 
the service and the notes from the 
trumpet clearly symbolize that call 
of the divine which bids one and all 
join in the celebration of the Res- 
urrection. No creed or color or sta- 
tion in life can prevent the listener 
from entering into the true spirit of 
the occasion. From the trumpet call 
to the benediction the program fol- 
lows the usual pattern of a church 
service, with music, a Scripture 
reading, congregational singing and 
a short message. The procedure is 
simple, although magnificent ef- 
fects are produced in that hollow in 
the hills under the blue sky. It 
unites its hearers and seems for the 
short hour to bring them closer to- 
gether into those bonds of universal 
brotherhood. 


The Easter Sunrise Service has 
become a community project and 
all who participate in it are con- 
tributing materially to the cultural 
life of the city. A casual spectator 
little realizes as he wanders into 
the beautifully decorated Bowl that 
hours and hours of real work have 
been spent preparing for this single 
hour of a worshipful service. Since 
the program has been sent out over 
the air even more minute details 
have to be mastered so that not one

second of precious time is wasted. 
The selection of committees takes 
place early in the year and almost 
weekly meetings are held for the 
workers. Hours are spent in re- 
hearsing the musical numbers, es- 


pecially the Sunrise Chorus which 


is the climax of the program. 

The Sunrise Chorus or Living 
cross as it has been called, is an 
unique undertaking in the sequence 
of events of Easter morning. Many 
who come to the Sunrise rites feel 
that this chorus symbolizes in its 
simple sincerity the true meaning 
of the Easter theme. The perfec- 
tion of this choral number sung by 
two hundred young people six to 
sixteen years of age is startling. At 
a given signal the black robed 
group, standing in the form of a 
cross, drops its mantle and reveal- 
ing itself suddenly in pure white, 
pours forth the message of the Res- 
urrection with the strains of “Christ 
the Lord is Risen Today.” Strange 
indeed is the heart that does not 
rejoice upon hearing this beautiful 
Lyra Davidica, whose melody gives 
forth the triumphant signal for 
new hope, new glory and new life. 

The general committee which as- 
sumes the responsibility for this 


Easter program is kept intact from 
year to year with representatives 
from all the clubs and civic organi- 
zations of the community. One 
glance at the list of committee mem- 
bers reveals the enormity of the 
task of presenting a Sunrise Serv- 
ice. Each sub-committee must func- 
tion smoothly in order that all may 
blend into one coherent unit. This 
year it seemed advisable to incorpo- 
rate this organization in order to 
perpetuate its traditions, and to re- 
lieve individuals of financial obli- 
gations which might accrue. The 
Easter Sunrise Service now has its 
constitution and by-laws on file in 
the State capitol and is definitely 
established as a non-profit commun- 
ity corporation. Its roster of mem- 
bers graciously renders a gratuitive 
debt to the community. It is to be 
hoped that those who, compelled by 
a common urge to greet the Easter 
sun, to worship in the great outdoor 
temple in the Hollywood hills, reap 
a vast reward from the experience. 
Communal worship brings to the 
heart of all mankind that common 
hope that through friendliness and 
harmony of effort eventually the 
world will be united in the perfect 
bond of Peace.

fined to the meetings on Tuesday 
evenings. This community group 
has been the inspiration and has 
provided the workers for many 
worthwhile community projects. 
Although its humble efforts are 
forgotten now by all but the few 
who struggled to launch it the 
Community Chorus provided the 
beginnings of the famed Hollywood 
Bowl. The expectations of those 
first inspired workers have been far 
exceeded, but “the Sing” still stands 
ready to contribute whenever neces- 
sity demands. The Easter Sunrise 
Service was first sponsored by “the 
Sing” and the Sunrise Chorus, Lily 
Processional and Recessional were 


conceived by members of the Holly- » 


wood Community Chorus. 


In the midst. of another war this 
group has been able to further a 
new project undertaken by several 
Hollywood churches. Hundreds of 
servicemen lured by the thrill of 
seeing Hollywood for the first time 
have not been able to find sleeping 
accommodations, so temporary dor- 
mitories have had to be set up in 
church recreation rooms and par- 
lors. Cots and blankets, bed linen 
and laundry costs have been pro- 
vided by members of “the Sing.” 
Our president, Mrs. Charles Road- 





man, has given generously of her 
time to this worthy project. 

Many years have passed since the 
worries of World War I gave the 
impetus to this organization but it 
still has a definite purpose to ac- 
complish. Comradeship in chaotic 
days is a vital force for good and 
singing together relieves many an 
aching heart. With this in mind the 
Hollywood Community Chorus has 
established a permanent place for 
itself and continues through war 
and peace to fulfill its motto “For 
the enrichment of community life.”
